Don't be afraid of color! For all its magic 
results, you don't have to be a magician to 
use it. There's no trick, no mystery involved. 
The effect of any given color is alv/ays the 
same, as predictable as the sum of two and 
two. Just watch color at work in the world 
around you. You'll quickly learn what each 
color family can do. Yellow is sunlight-bright 
and spirit lifting. Red is fire — warm and 
cozy under control, exciting and dangerous 
out of control. Blue is sky and still water — 
cool and restful and spacious. Green is grow- 
ing things — filled with a sense of well-being. 
Any hue falling between these basic colors 
will contain all the characteristics of its par- 
ent colors in about direct proportions. For ex- 
ample: Both coral and pumpkin contain red 
and yellow. Both are warm and sunny. But 
coral contains more red and is warmer, 
while pumpkin contains more yellow and is 
sunnier. When you start combining colors 
into schemes, you'll discover the neutrals, 
brown and gray which help relate other col- 
ors, and the pure accents, black and white, 
which add drama. Like persons, each color 
has its own set of traits. It can perform one 
job well, but fail badly at another. So study 
the job color must do in your room. Must it 
add light or soften glare? Be stimulating or 



restful? Make a small room spacious or a 
large one cozy? Then select the color which 
you know always performs that job well, and 
your color scheme is sure to succeed. Luckily, 
for each job there are several colors which 
will work satisfactorily. For example: To 
make walls in a north room appear sunny, 
yellow is your natural choice. But you might 
use a green-yellow like lime or red-yellow 
like pumpkin if you like it better. While the 
effect of a single color is predictable, the ef- 
fect of a color scheme is not. 

If you have a flair for the dramatic, do 
a whole sofa in startling stripe and set it 
boldly against an aqua wall. For brilliance, 
add a lemon yellow chair and gold lamp. If 
you prefer a dignified room, keep walls like 
rug and drapery background. Use stripes 
sparingly on a single chair. For accessories 
use more black; limit gold color to narrow 
picture frames, small bits of bric-a-brac, and 
step-table's brass grillwork. By shifting the 
emphasis from one to the other, you can suc- 
cessfully decorate either a sunny or a shady 
room. The room on the south, sunny all day 
and a bit warm in summer, calls for a scheme 
which is frosty-cool-green and off-white. 
Mauve is used only for spice on chair seats 
and in wallpapered screen. The room on 



the north is inclined to be cold and dismal. 
So brighten the wall with a lively scenic pa- 
per, and pick up its warm mauve for both 
floor and draperies. 

The space age is opening up a whole new 
world of colors, "outer space" colors which 
will be more vivid than the rainbow spectrum, 
many of them yet unknown to the sight of 
man. These new color shades will decorate 
your homes In "The Colorful World of Tomor- 
row." "Celestial Blue" is already here. What 
is 'Celestial Blue?" It is a wondrous soft blue 
that is a blend of the sky blues and the deep- 
er ones from far out in space. It has special 
tone shades highlighted by the stars, the 
planets, the moons and the suns of the plan- 
ets, the moons and the suns of the vast uni- 
verse.

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Will You Finance Your Home By a Mortgage? 



By Henry A. Bubb 



In 1900 the proportion of American fami- 
lies who owned their own homes was less 
than 35 per cent. Today more than 60 per 
cent of American families own their own 
homes and about 85 per cent of those who 
acquire a new home finance it through a 
mortgage plan. 

The building or purchasing of a home is 
a thing that most families do infrequently and 
usually they do not have enough cash for 
the full purchase price. So, most purchasers 
and builders borrow money in the form of a 
mortgage loan. 

This form of financing is not new. The 
first savings and loan association in the 
United States was founded in 1831 in Frank- 
ford, Pennsylvania. The purpose of savings 
and loan associations is to promote thrift and 
home ownership. A small per cent of mort- 
gage loans are made by individuals but the 
great majority are made by savings and loan 
associations (who made 40 per cent of the 
mortgage loans for home purchase in Ameri- 
ca last year), banks, insurance companies 
and mortgage brokers. Mortgage loans may 
not be made without justification as the 
lenders must invest the money left in their 
trust safely and profitably. In other words, 
they must make a profit for their investors, 
which makes the mortgage borrower a very 
important person to lending institutions. 

In our present modern economy, interest 
rates are influenced by the cost of money. In- 
terest rates are the prices charged for credit. 
They are the wage to the saver as well as a 
cost to the borrower. If business conditions 
improve, it is normal to expect interest rates 
to rise; if business stays where it is, interest 
rates will probably stay about where they 
are, and if business declines interest rates 
will decline. 

When lending institutions are asked to 
make a loan on a home that is yet to be built, 
they appraise the site and the plans and 
specifications. Then, if the loan is approved, 
the lender makes a commitment that he will 
provide the money if the home is built in ac- 
cordance with such plans and specifications. 
Thus, funds can be made available to be dis- 
bursed at certain stages during the course of 
construction. 

How large a mortgage can you expect a 
lender to make when you are buying or 
building a home? The average amount will 
run from 60 to 90 per cent of the market 
value of the property; this is established by 
the lender's appraisal in the case of an ex- 
isting property or, in the case of a construc- 
tion loan, by the cost of the building and 
land less depreciation if the home is consid- 
ered an over-improvement for the area. Loans 
which are not backed by a guarantee of the 
Veterans Administration (Gl mortgages) or 
that are not insured by the Federal Housing 
Administration (FHA) are termed conventional 
loans and are usually not as large in propor- 
tion to the value of the property as are the

VA guaranteed mortgages and FHA insured 
mortgages. However, conventional loans are 
usually more flexible and can be tailored to 
fit the individual's needs. 

FHA is an agency of the Federal Govern- 
ment created expressly to make mortgage 
money available to home buyers and build- 
ers. If the mortgages are FHA insured one- 
half of one per cent (in most cases) is added 
to the interest rate and this portion is paid to 
the FHA in consideration for which it insures 
the loan. In other words, if the borrower does 
not pay and the lender is required to fore- 
close the mortgage and take over the proper- 
ty, it then turns the property over to FHA 
who issues debentures (bonds) to the lender 
for the amount of its loan. 

The amount of an FHA insured loan is 
computed by a percentage formula based on 
the home's value as set by the FHA appraisal. 
The maximum loan obtainable under the 
FHA program is $20,000.00. Under a re- 
cent ruling, Federal Savings and Loans can 
make a loan which may be as high as 90 per 
cent of the home's value. 

Loans which are guaranteed by the Vet- 
erans Administration (Gl loans) are available 
to the country's former service men only and 
they do not have to pay a premium to have 
the loan guaranteed by the Veterans Ad- 



ministration. However, the maximum guaranty 
is 60 per cent of the mortgage and not more 
than $7,500.00. Here again, a government 
agency stimulates the mortgage loan mar- 
ket and thus lenders are inclined to make 
larger loans than they would under the con- 
ventional method. However, when the cost 
of money is up the maximum interest rate on 
a Gl loan, which currently cannot exceed 
43^ per cent, is not attractive to lending insti- 
tutions. 

Mortgage loans are not usually difficult to 
obtain and the loan officer at the savings and 
loan association or the bank will explain the 
various types of available loans. However, 
many persons rely on their Real Estate Broker 
or Builder for help and advice in securing a 
real estate loan. 

The savings and loan association or other 
lender will have incurred expenses in con- 
ection with the processing of a loan which 
usually include an appraisal of the property, 
fees for inspections (made during construc- 
tion loans), a check of the borrower's ability 
to pay and his paying habits, a title insurance 
policy or an abstract of title accompanied by 
an attorney's opinion to assure a merchant- 
able title to you and the lender, recording 
fees to place the deed and mortgage on the 
public record, etc. 

You are not required to have an attorney 
at the closing of the transaction but in many 
areas it is often advisable to do so. The em- 
ployment of your own attorney is not an indi- 
cation that you distrust anyone involved in 
transaction because most persons purchase a 
home only a very few times — sometimes only 
once in a lifetime — and need the training and 
advice of their own attorney to handle the 
details of closing the transaction. 

Payments on most mortgages these days 
are usually made once each month and in- 
clude interest and a part on the principal. 
Usually there is a provision made to pay an 
additional amount which is held by the lender 
to pay taxes and insurance premiums. In 
this way the borrower does not have to raise 
a large sum of money when these items are 
due and therefore can plan on how much he 
will spend each month for the payment of 
principal, interest, taxes and insurance. 

Prepaying a part of the mortgage means 
that the borrower will own his home free and 
clear of the mortgage at an earlier date. Al- 
though, in some cases, prepayment may mean 
the borrower will incur a penalty, this is us- 
ually outweighed by other advantages such 
as a decreased amount of interest he will 
pay over the term of the loan. 

In our American way of life, the building 
or purchase of a home is considered the best 
investment a family can make. Besides the 
advantage of tax deductions for interest and 
real estate taxes (which renting does not pro- 
vide), it acts as a hedge against inflation and 
provides security at retirement. Pride in home 
ownership is reflected by pride in ourselves.
